The Haliburton Highlands OPP recovered 
the body Thursday, Sept. 16 of the 67-year-old 
Uxbridge man who drowned in the Gull River 
south of Moore Falls. 

The police said there were two men who were 
attempting to load a boat onto a trailer when the 
truck and attached trailer suddenly rolled into 
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16 BOBCAYGEON RD. MINDEN 286-1351 


the river from a public boat launch off of Moore 
Lake Estates Road on the afternoon of Wednes- 
day, Sept. 15. One of the men made it to shore 
while the other man, who was not wearing a life 
jacket, was carried out in the bed of the truck 
and was last seen floating down the river despite 
the efforts of a man who lives steps from the boat 
launch. 

The man, who wishes to remain anonymous, 
noticed something wrong and ran into the water 
to pull the man to shore. 
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Man’s body found in Gull River 


“I grabbed him, but couldn’t hold him,” he 
said, expressing concern and confusion about 
what transpired. The man, who was close to six- 
feet tall, said he did all he could to pull the vic- 
tim, who was physically larger than him, out of 
the water. Neighbours, who came to the scene 
to investigate the commotion, said the two men 
were returning from a fishing trip. 

The OPP’s Underwater Search and Recovery 
Unit recovered the body late Thursday.

Community takes aim at Bain

An all-candidates meeting in Algonquin 
Highlands on Sunday turned into a virtual 
attack on Ward 2 councillor candidate and 
former Algonquin Highlands chief adminis- 
trative officer Gerald Bain, who was absent 
from the meeting. 

The meeting, hosted by the county’s 
media outlets, drew nearly 200 people to 
Stanhope’s community centre on Sept. 
19 and was moderated by Canoe FM host 
Bram Lebo. 

When it came time for the question por- 
tion of the meeting, a large line of peo- 
ple stood to speak. The first question was 
directed at the absent Bain. 

When Lebo asked how many in line had 
questions for Bain, the majority indicated 
they did. While it seemed initially that Lebo 
was going to disallow questions to absen- 
tee candidates, some grumbling from the 
crowd led him to take a poll of how many 
people wanted to hear the questions any- 
way. 

Many did, and so the questions were per- 
mitted. 

Many of the questions directed at Bain 
were prefaced by the belief that he had 
been not just an advocate, but a proponent 
of the airport expansion project. 

People wanted to know why he now was 
in favour of a review of the project. 

Others went further, and, noting that 
Bain and current Reeve Eleanor Harrison 
are personal friends, wanted to know what 
advice he’d been giving her regarding the 
airport project and some insinuated that if 
elected, Bain would act as a mole or puppet 
for Harrison at the council table. 

The Times contacted Bain on Monday for 
his reaction. 

“T apologize to the ratepayers that I 
wasn’t able to attend the meeting,’ Bain 
said, explaining that he’d been at a fam- 
ily function that had been planned for four 
months. 

“I'm happy to say that Eleanor and I have 
been personal friends since high school,” 
Bain said. “And we will continue to be good 
friends for the rest of our lives.’ 

However, Bain said, this friendship did 
not mean that he would be representing 
the interests of the soon-to-be former reeve 
at the council-table. 

“I will not be a puppet for anyone,” he 
said. 

Restating his position on the airport 
expansion project, Bain said he believed 
“there is a need to improve all services, 
including the airport, over time,’ but only if 
those improvements made financial sense 
for the township. 

Bain said he was disappointed that ques- 
tions had been able to be directed at him in 
his absence. 

“T think it was unfair,” Bain said, add- 
ing that he might have more to say after 
he hears the broadcast of the meeting on 
Canoe FM, scheduled to air in a few weeks. 

The acclaimed reeve Carol Moffatt agreed 
that the questions for Bain should not have

gone ahead. “I’m really disappointed with 
the attack on Gerald Bain today,” Moffatt 
told the crowd near the end of the meeting. 

The candidates who were able to make 
the meeting Sunday took the time to out- 
line their reasons for running and what 
they would bring to the table. 

“Yes, 1am young, but I offer a fresh per- 
spective,” said Ward 2 councillor candidate 
Lisa Barry as she introduced herself. 

Barry, an artist and entrepreneur, is 
the fourth generation of her family to live 
on the land where she and her husband 
are building their home and let audience 
members know that she was married at St. 
Peter’s Church and had her wedding recep- 
tion at the Stanhope hall. 

Barry, who said the protection of the 
area’s natural environment was high on her 
list of priorities, said she was “adamantly” 
opposed to the airport expansion project 
and said, “public input has been ignored.” 

She said she would like to be part ofa 
“open, sensible and sustainable govern- 
ment.” 

Competitor and County Voice municipal 
affairs reporter Liz Danielsen spoke of her 
experience as both a municipal staffer and 
politician during the 25 years she spent liv- 
ing in the Northwest Territories. 

Danielsen, who said she’d become 
knowledgeable about local issues through 
her work with the Voice, said she’d been 
“intrigued and challenged,” by the issue 
of the airport expansion project, but ulti- 
mately didn’t think it was a feasible idea. 

She said there was a lot of existing town- 
ship infrastructure that needed improve- 
ment. 


Oxtongue Lake businessman Gary 
Schultz is running for the councillor seat 
in Ward 3 and didn’t pass up the opportu- 
nity to take a swipe at competitor and cur- 
rent Ward 3 Councillor Diane Griffin, who 
was absent. 

“Priorities,” he mused. 

Griffin was in Northern Ontario on an 
annual bow-hunting trip. 

Schultz said there was no great altruistic 
reason he’d chosen to run for council, but 
rather it was his frustration at what he said 
was the current council’s “selective hear- 
ing,” 

He said the widespread anger over the 
controversial airport expansion project, 
which he opposes, was simply a “symptom 
of the issue that council hasn’t been listen- 
ing?’ 

Schultz also spoke of fiscal responsibility, 
getting the township out of debt and keep- 
ing it that way. 

One person asked candidates if they sup- 
ported the idea of referendums if a concern 
became great enough. 

Barry, Danielsen, Schultz and soon-to-be 
councillor for Ward 1, Gordon Henderson, 
who won by acclamation, said they all sup- 
ported the idea of municipal referendums. 

“You won't like my answer,’ Moffatt said 
as she took the podium. 

Moffatt said referendums were costly and 
time-consuming and if proper public con- 
sultations concerning the airport had taken 
place, it was unlikely that anyone would 
be talking about referendums in the first 
place. 

“No way,’ she said. 

Another question was asked about the

possibility of roving council meetings occa- 
sionally held in Dorset or Oxtongue Lake. 

Most candidates said they would support 
such an idea. 

Again, Moffatt said she didn’t think the 
concept was realistic. 

“The practical application of that is dif- 
ficult,’ she said, explaining it would mean 
staff members also attending and that the 
township clerk would have to bring her 
computers and so forth. 

Moffatt said there were other ways to 
increase transparency and participation in 
local politics, including updating the town- 
ship’s website. 

“The township website is abysmal,” she 
said. “Communication is the key to good 
governance.’ 
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Lions Club explains Kinmount lawsuit

Legal counsel for Lions Clubs International, which is tak- 
ing court action against a number of Kinmount residents, 
say the lawsuit is unfortunate but they that are just doing 
what they need to do to protect their client. 

As reported in the Times earlier this month, Lions Clubs 
International is taking legal action against the Kinmount 
Business Association, Kinmount Minor Sports and eight 
individuals in connection to the community’s 2006 Moon- 
light Mania event, where two men, one of them a Lions 
member, got into a fight. 

One man was beaten up badly and launched a lawsuit 
against not only the other man, a Lions member, but the 
Kinmount and District Lions Club and the international 
organization. 

Lions Clubs International feels it was unfairly named in 
the suit.

Traves, a partner with Toronto law firm Borden Ladner 
Gervais, which is representing the organization.

Rather, Traves said, it was the business association, Kin- 
mount Minor Sports and the eight individuals who were 
responsible for these things and so, have been named as 
third-party defendants. 

As Traves explained, changes to the legal system in the 
form of the Limitations Act means that defendants in law- 
suits are required to take certain steps to defend them- 
selves, or otherwise risk losing the ability to properly 
defend themselves in the future; a “use it or lose it,’ situa- 
tion, he said. 


“Unfortunately, we’re left in the position to protect our 
client,’ he said. 

Traves said he understood how the lawsuit would be 
troubling to the community. 

He said the suit is still in its infancy and estimated that it 
could continue for as long as a year. 

It has been reported to the Times that at least three mem- 
bers have left the Kinmount and District Lions Club over 
the situation. 


Mixed test results across schools

The 2010 EQAO (Education Quality and Accountability 
Office) results are in with mixed outcomes for the county’s 
schools. 

The provincial, standardized tests measure mathemat- 
ics and literacy performance in Grade 3 and 6 students and 
math skills in Grade 9 students. 

At Archie Stouffer Elementary School, Grade 6 perform- 
ance levels had increased from 2009, dramatically in the 
reading category, while Grade 3 results had dipped in writ- 
ing and math, but also improved in reading. 
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The news at Haliburton Highlands Secondary School was 
good, with results for the applied and academic streams 
above the averages for the Trillium Lakelands District School 
Board and the province. 

Seventy-three per cent of students in the applied stream 
met the required level while 88 per cent of those in the aca- 
demic stream made the grade. Those averages for the board 
were 57 and 85 per cent respectively and 40 and 82 per cent 
for the province. 

Principal Dan Marsden who started at HHSS this year 
credited math department head Amy Klose with the school’s 
performance, saying she “played a crucial role in the success 
of our results.” 

At JDH Elementary School, Grade 6 reading, writing and 
mathematics numbers had dropped from last year, with 55, 
47 and 39 per cent of students demonstrating the required 
results. 

Those numbers for last year were 73, 51 and 59 per cent. 

The board averages in these categories are 74, 67 and 64 
per cent. 

At Stuart Baker Elementary School, the Grade 3 results 
were up with 75 per cent, 83 per cent and 84 per cent of stu- 
dents attaining the required results in reading, writing and 
math. 
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Laurie Scott crowned PC nominee

Laurie Scott will lead the Halibur- 
ton-Kawartha Lakes-Brock Progres- 
sive Conservative (PC) party into the 
next provincial election. 

Scott got the membership’s nod in 
a “very convincing” first ballot victory 
Saturday. 

Riding association president Dale 
Walker added that with 2,020 mem- 
bers, it now has the largest member- 
ship in Ontario. 

More than half of them turned up in 
Haliburton in the morning and Lind- 
say in the afternoon to hear Scott, and 
candidates Isaac Breadner, Rob Sea- 
brook and Dorothy Sanderson give 
their speeches before voting. 

Scott told The Lindsay Post she felt 
“very good, positive and humbled.” 

The former MPP had given up her 
seat at the last provincial election so 
leader John Tory could run. It was a 
move that saw Liberal MPP Rick John- 
son elected. 

“IT am sorry to those people that 
were disappointed in my decision last 
year,’ she said in her Lindsay speech. 

“Now we need to move forward 


together, to fight for the needs of our 
riding that can no longer be ignored.” 

In an emotional speech that caused 
some members to cry, Scott added: “I 
want to return to Queen’s Park as your 
MPP because I know can do more for 
this riding. You know that public serv- 
ice is in my blood, I am proud to be 
my father’s daughter and I hope that I 
can accomplish as much in my career 
at Queen’s Park as he did on Parlia- 
ment Hill” 

Her speech touched on anger 
toward Premier Dalton McGuinty and 
his government and the need for bet- 
ter health care. On the Green Energy 
Act, she said she would ensure “our 
communities, our people should get a 
voice in what is built in their town.” 

She said average monthly hydro 
bills will increase by 43 per cent over 
the next few years on top of the HST. 

She also promised to support farm- 
ers who are calling for a business risk 
management program based on cost 
of production. 

“We need to win next year’s election 
to make sure our seniors, our farmers, 
our families and our communities get 
a real voice at Queen’s Park and a gov- 
ernment that understands that your 
budgets are stretched to the limit.” 


Stanhope runway rehab 


begins Oct. 4

Rehabilitation on the existing run- 
way at the Stanhope Airport is sched- 
uled to begin Oct. 4. 

Algonquin Highlands councillors 
voted at a special meeting on Sept. 9 
to award the contract to Todd Broth- 
ers contracting company and resolved 
last week the township will pay engi- 
neering firm Peto MacCallum for the 
on-site engineering. 

The special meeting was held so that 
the contract with Todd Brothers could 
be signed before council enters its pre- 
election “lame duck” phase, where no 
major purchases can be made. 

Todd Brothers have agreed to do 
the rehabilitation for $459,000 and 
the township is eligible for two thirds 
funding of a project up to $435,000 
(which works out to $290,000) for the 
work from the Building Canada Fund, 
which uses provincial and federal 
monies. 

The engineering contract is for 
$28,000 and two thirds of that cost will 
also be covered by the fund. 

At the Sept. 9 meeting, council- 


lors also authorized a loan of up to 
$550,000 from CIBC to cover project 
costs. 

Under the conditions of the stimu- 
lus funding, townships must pay for 
their projects upfront and are then 
reimbursed by the fund. 

The special meeting also revealed 
some problems with the township’s 
financial records. 

Following the departure of the 
township’s former treasurer in July, 
county treasurer Laura Janke has been 
helping Algonquin Highlands out with 
some of his bookkeeping and discov- 
ered that $550,000 for the purchase of 
new fire trucks council had approved 
in 2009 had not been properly listed 
as capital expenditures, nor were costs 
involved with the township’s acquisi- 
tion of the Middleton property for the 
airport expansion, which, with asso- 
ciated legal and punitive costs, was 
approximately $817,000. 

To correct these errors, the budget 
had to be reopened, although the levy 
does not have to be changed since 
funding is coming from debt and 
other operations, such as the sale of 
township properties.

This is the first time I have 
watched vultures at leisure. 
Mostly we whiz by them feeding on 
roadkill or look high in the sky to watch 
a kettle of them soaring, perhaps play- 
ing tag with one another. 

They are the most unflappable of 
birds for they depend on rising ther- 
mals for transportation, coasting on the 
warm air on wings raised in a shallow 
V-shape. 

Up close, their wrinkled, featherless 
red heads set them apart. Those bare 
heads let them reach into animal guts 
without mussing their coiffures. 

Convention calls them ugly, but the 


has only just begun to spoil 
and give off mercaptan, 
the gas that tells vultures that dinner 
is served. They are one of the few bird 
species that have a sense of smell. 

Presumably they cannot smell them- 
selves, or they'd gag. Stumbling into a 
roosting area is said to be like stepping 
into a nightmare, a moonscape of stink- 
ing black birds perched on dead trees 
killed by their guano. 

Hilhorst, who spends as much time 
in the woods as anybody I know, has 
never come across a roost in Haliburton 
but to the south of us vultures gather in 
roosts that have been around for a cen- 


into the Forecasters Hall of Fame. 

This simple stat would be great 
because it would allow us to follow 
superstar forecasters and it would 
mean that different networks could 
trade them and offer multi-million dol- 
lar contracts that we could all have fun 
griping about. 

Plus, if 1 knew a forecaster had a 50 
per cent AP, I could save myself the 
trouble and flip a coin. 

It’s a novel idea but I think one we 
should seriously consider. At the very 
least, I think the proposal might make 
forecasters understand that guys like 
me actually count on their predictions. 
And just to understand how important 
this stuff is to most people, I’d actually 
encourage them to get in a boat and 
spend a day on any lake.

They have the eyesight of a hawk, 
which helps them spot food from high 
in the sky. Their challenge is greater 
than the hawk’s, for dinner is easier to 
detect when it is still moving. 

It is not their looks, but their associa- 
tion with the dead and their habits that 
make them disgusting. Their legs may 
be streaked with white because they 
pee on themselves to stay cool on warm 
days. 

Their only real defence against a 
predator is to spew vomit in its face, 
which usually does the job, especially if 
the hunter is close enough to be tempo- 
rarily blinded by the acids in the vomit. 

Those digestive acids make the vul- 
ture one of our most important birds 
in a warming climate. Not only do they 
consume dead meat, but their digestive 
systems kill such deadly organisms as 
salmonella and the bacteria that cause 
anthrax, hog cholera and botulism. 

They are nature’s sanitizers.

Pool committee 
makes waves 


To the Editor, 


We were very disappointed to read Mr. Ingram’s editorial 
this week regarding the possibility of an indoor pool being 
built in Haliburton County. 

We won’t go into too much detail about our committee 
since one of Mr. Ingram’s colleagues has taken the time to 
interview us and will write an informed article about our 
intentions and progress. 

Mr. Ingram did identify the primary concerns raised by 
the public and more commonly by our current munici- 
pal politicians. In the past our politicians have used these 
exact reasons for shutting down previous efforts to get a 
pool. However, none of these excuses have ever been proven 
since our politicians have not supported the research and 
planning needed to assess the feasibility. 

Since June of this year, our committee has received more 
than 800 signatures of support for the construction of a 
pool in the county. These have included a few local politi- 
cians and our MP. We have also received strong support 
from municipal election candidates, including some pre- 
vious council members. Although many question loca- 
tion and funding, they still agree that we need a pool in the 
county. Through our own preliminary research we estimate 
that maintenance costs of a pool would cost each taxpay- 
er approximately $3 per year for every $100,000 of assessed 
property value. This tax increase is hardly a “killer” as Mr. 
Ingram suggests. 

Instead, this investment will improve both the physical 
and mental health of our community and indirectly save 
precious health-care dollars. 

Furthermore it will help our economy as it is an attractive 
amenity for potential residents and it will keep our current 
residents from driving to distant pools and shopping out- 
side the county. 

It is very realistic for Haliburton County to have an indoor 
pool and many in our community believe we are ready. Yes, 
it will necessitate that our municipal politicians work 
together at the county level. 

Yes, it will require that all residents make a small financial 
commitment. Yes, some will have to travel farther than oth- 
ers to use the facility. So far the support has shown that our 
county is ready for a pool despite these issues. 

Our long-term goal is to have a pool in Haliburton 
County. Our short-term goal is to ascertain our communi- 
ty’s interest in having a pool and identifying the capital and 
maintenance costs of such a facility. Your uninformed edi- 
torial only insults the effort of a committee that is striving to 
seek public support and gather concrete information before 
making any major decisions.

Relying on voters’ honour for 


school board trustee election 


Voters should only vote once or 
face conviction for casting ballot 
multiple times

Municipal clerks in Haliburton County are reminding 
voters for the upcoming English public school board trus- 
tee election to only vote once, even if there is the chance to 
do otherwise. 

Their concern is that voters who own multiple properties 
will be given the opportunity to vote multiple times for the 
same trustee candidates. 

If a voter has property in each of the four municipali- 
ties - Dysart et al, Algonquin Highlands, Highlands East, 
and Minden Hills - he or she will receive four voters’ kits, 
including four trustee ballots for the county position. 

Cheryl McCarroll, Minden Hills’s township clerk, who 
will receive the trustee voting results from the other munic- 
ipalities has been looking for a way to ensure voters don’t 
vote multiple times, but is trusting the electorate to do the 
right thing if that search doesn’t prove fruitful. 

“IA voter] could live in Toronto and they might [own 
property in] all four of the municipalities and they’ll get 
a ballot [for each] and are entitled to vote for the school 
board, but they’re only supposed to vote once for the [Eng- 
lish public school board] trustee,” she said. “I don’t know... 


when they get four ballots how we're ever going to police 
whether they voted for the trustee once, twice, three times, 
four times.’ 

Anyone who votes multiple times will face legal conse- 
quences said a representative of the Ministry of Municipal 
Affairs. 

“{This situations is] not unusual. Someone always has to 
choose and because an individual might own properties 
scattered across the trustee area the individual can choose 
which one they want to vote in,” said Susan Gillespie, act- 
ing manager of issues management with the ministry. “It 
all comes down to the municipal clerks to check it out 
and also the individual is restricted by the legislation. If 
they’re going to vote more than once there are other issues 
that would have to be addressed,” she said, alluding to the 
Municipal Elections Act section 51, subsection 2, subsec- 
tion 1 that restricts voters to vote once. 

Concern for this situation has lessened since the recep- 
tion of the voting instructions in the voters’ kits late last 
week said Tammy McKelvey, the CAO and clerk of Dysart 
et al township, which outlines the law and the restrictions. 

“This is going to help the elector know,’ she said, adding 
an advertising campaign is a possibility to educate the pub- 
lic about the issue. 

Irene Cook, Highlands East CMO, isn’t sure how many 
people the situation will affect and believes awareness to 
be the best method for the scenario. 

“There’s nothing we can do other than get the word out to 
people that if you do happen to get [more than one voter’s 
kit]” don’t vote for the trustee more than once, she said. 


Chamber looks at increasing rates

The Haliburton Highlands Chamber of Commerce boasts 
the lowest membership rate amongst chambers of compara- 
ble size and structure leading the organization’s executive to 
entertain the idea of increased fees. 

With a base membership rate of $162 and the average 
chamber member paying a rate of $225, the organization 
addressed the topic of membership fees at the annual gen- 
eral meeting held on Sept. 16. 

The issue of membership rates was raised as a result of 
a financial update given by chamber vice-president Eric 
Thompson. 

Thompson informed those in attendance that while the 
organization’s revenues had gone up so too had the liabili- 
ties and expenses. 

“Looking at next year’s budget, the deficit we have from 
last year is a bit disconcerting,’ said Thompson. 

“Our membership numbers were way off. We are looking 
for additional revenue streams however we don’t want to 
raise it through bumping up membership rates.” 

Thompson went on to address the low rate fee the Hali- 
burton chamber offers and its overall effect on generated 
revenue. 

“We are typically a lot lower than most chambers,’ said 
Thompson. “The reality is in the future we will have to look 
at our rates.” 


Further in his report Thompson informed the group that 
the organization was ahead of track with the new budget 
and current membership numbers. 

During the meeting, four new members were elected to 
the board of directors. The members included Bruce Ballen- 
tine of Ballentine Marketing, John Bauman of the Haliburton 
Echo and Minden Times, Jane Isbister of Wilderness Medical 
Associates and Mike Janetakes of mj Creative Services. 

Having moved to Minden only a year ago, Janetakes was 
happy to once again get involved in the community in which 
he lives. 

“It feels good to be involved with the chamber,’ said Jan- 
etakes. “Having spent a number of years in Toronto involved 
with not-for-profit organizations it’s great to be following the 
same course.” 

Chamber president Nick Lawrence and director Susan 
Danilko’s terms were also renewed. 

Nearing the end of the meeting the topic of member- 
ship rates was raised once again. Chamber manager Maria 
Micallef pointed out that even a small increase across the 
board would result in a significant impact to the organiza- 
tion while other members agreed. 

“Are there any strong objections to a $20 increase?” asked 
member Jerry Walker. “This would still keep our rates below 
other organizations.” 

“You may risk losing lower tier members,” said member 
Sally Moore. “That’s just something to keep in mind.” 

According to Micallef the chamber currently has 358 
members.

This recommendation and others were discussed by the 
township’s planning consultant, Greg Corbett, at a public 
meeting concerning the official plan on Sept. 16. 

The floating boathouses are currently banned in Ward 
2, formerly Stanhope, but a number of residents of Kawag- 
ama Lake indicated at their lake association meeting dur- 
ing the summer that they would also like to see the struc- 
tures banned in Ward 3. 

Other amendments would change the construction set- 
back on all properties to 30 metres. Currently, new lots 
must have a 30-metre setback, but construction on existing 
lots can take place within 23 metres of the water. 

The Aggregates Act would apply to the township, which 
would mean that new quarries would have to be located 
at least 300 metres from residential buildings and 1,000 
metres from a settlement area or waterfront. 

One Little Hawk Lake property owner expressed con- 
cern that the right of property owners to rebuild structures 
as they currently exist be maintained, despite the recom- 
mended change in setbacks, and said he’d like to see that

The Ski Friends of the Frost Centre want to join forces 
with Algonquin Highlands township on the operation of 
the ski trails near the centre. 

At a Sept. 16 council meeting, councillors heard a pres- 
entation from township trails coordinator Mark Coleman 
and Ski Friends executive member Wally Ozog, outlining 
the plan. 

The ski club, which has existed in the area for years and 
looked after trail grooming, would continue to operate its 
Ski the Frost promotional website, advise the township of 
dangerous conditions, welcome visitors and light the fires 
in the warm-up shelters on the weekend. 

The township would assume all financial and legal 
responsibility for the operation of the trails both in Algon- 
quin Highlands and Lake of Bays township, groom the trails 
and take care of most other additional responsibilities. 

As Ozog pointed out, the volunteers with his group are 
getting older and “burnt out,’ and would like some assist- 
ance. 

Coleman told councillors that the township’s existing 
insurance would cover the operation of the trails without 
additional premiums. 

Councillors still had concerns about how much staff 
time would be consumed by the grooming of the trails and 
about the future of such an arrangement. 

“On one hand, it’s a bit of no-brainer,” said Councillor 
Carol Moffatt, who then questioned what would happen to 
the duties the Ski Friends would be providing if the group 
one day ceased to exist. 

“Those services will have to be absorbed by the munici- 
pality,” Moffatt said. 

Coleman was asked to get some more information on 
how staff time would be affected and return with another 
report for council at its next meeting.

Another uncle was a blacksmith, and 
one of her aunts, Mae MacArthur, along with 
husband Mac, were the original owners 


raised four children; two

self in construction. 

Many people came to know Pat Campbell 
while she was living on South Water Street, 
because it was from that home location that 
she started Campbell’s Garden Centre and 
Flower Shop, Minden’s first garden centre.

Don Campbell passed away in 1992, but 
Pat continued to run the business until 
daughter Anne bought it in June of 96.

There’s a lot more to Pat Campbell. While 
she was raising her children she became an 
accomplished weaver, and she’s still a mem- 
ber of the Haliburton Highlands Handweav- 
ers and Spinners group. During her time as a 
homemaker Campbell also started painting 
on silk and she incorporated a lot of sewing 
into her artwork. To augment her skills she 
took art classes at Fleming College. 

“I started classes when the School of the 
Arts was first established,” says Campbell, 
“and I’ve taken numerous courses, in differ- 
ent media.” 

The Rails End Gallery in Haliburton 
recently featured an exhibition by the fac- 
ulty of the Haliburton School of the Arts. The 
exhibition was called “Passages,” and Camp- 
bell was invited to participate. Her piece 
depicts the defunct Victoria Rail Line, from 
Lindsay to Haliburton. “I took old photos 


and transferred them to fabric, and it shows 
the rail route, stations and flag-station stops 
along the way,’ Campbell explains. 

Because her dad was the postmaster she 
remembers the trains well from when she 
was a child. She recalls Ed Shier “coming to 
pick up the mail with his horse and buggy. 
He delivered mail to the stations in Gelert 
and Kinmount.” Campbell also remembers 
when there were many more farms. 

“When I was a kid people were able to 
survive on the small farms,” she says wist- 
fully. Pat Campbell values her history, but 
she also embraces many of the changes to 
the Highlands. 

“The biggest changes have been the influx 
of retired people from the city and the cul- 
tural opportunities that are now available,” 
she says. Then off she goes to help daughter 
Anne with a particularly busy morning at the 
flower shop.

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An inspired tour for an unforgettable boy

Haliburton’s Robert Meyers, a passionate cyclist, 
recently dedicated a ride to the memory of Dawson Hamil- 
ton of Minden during his participation in the four-day Tour 
for Kids charity ride for children with cancer that passed 
through Haliburton County in late August. 

Meyers knew Dawson’s dad, Scot, through hockey, and 
started to learn of children with cancer when his friend’s 
son was first diagnosed with cancer in 2005. 

Meyers had been a participant in the tour since its incep- 
tion in 2004 and understood the trials children with cancer 
experienced, but it was during the second year of the tour 
when it started to hit closer to home as he would get treat- 
ment updates following every tour about Dawson. 

Through it all he remembers Dawson as a boy with spirit, 
always positive and had a smile that could light up a room. 

Even though Dawson died in January, days before his 
10th birthday (not from cancer, but the toll five years of 
treatment had on his organs), the loss didn’t sink in for 
Meyers until he rode in the boy’s memory several weeks 
ago. 

“Deep down you're always hoping he’s going to get bet- 
ter he’s going to be strong. By the end he had hearing aids 
and some other complications ... for some reason it was 
more real during that ride ... it was the first time I’ve rid- 
den in this tour for six years where I don’t have Dawson on 
my mind as a kid who is battling now. [Dawson] was in the 
past tense, so that was different.” 

The story touched something in the event organizers 
as they asked Meyers to give the morning speech to more 
than 500 tour participants riding from Trent University to 
Haliburton Sunday, Aug. 22. 

From his speech he also revealed the close relationship 
Dawson had with NHL player Matt Duchene of Halibur- 
ton, who was playing with the Brampton Battalion when 
they first met.

“Matt always seemed to play at his best when he knew 
Dawson was in the stands, and would take him into the 
dressing room and make him part of the team. They had a 
very special bond between them, and were both inspired 
and motivated by one another,’ he said in his speech. 

“He wanted to emphasize how much Dawson’s bravery 
and strength still moves him and inspires him. His hockey 
sticks are now made with DH,right on the shaft. His ini- 
tials on his stick are a constant reminder of Dawson’s spirit, 
which was so special and positive. He says it helps him 
through any adversity that he is faced with.” 

Meyers said the Friday before Dawson died, Duchene 
wrote the initials DH on his stick, and scored a hat trick

against the Buffalo Sabres on the road. 

“Matt said that from then on, in memory of Dawson 
[and] the inspiration that he was, that he would have it on 
the handle of his stick,” he said. 

Scot Hamilton, who knew Duchene’s father through 
playing recreational hockey, made frequent trips to Bramp- 
ton while getting treatment for his son at Sick Kids Hospi- 
tal. 

“We'd take [Dawson] over and watch Matt play in Bramp- 
ton [with the Battalion]. Once [Duchene] realized he was 
there he started to take him into the dressing room and 
they picked up on the friendship,” Scot said. “It was real 
special.” 

Meyers said following the speech about Dawson’s strug- 
gle, the organizers of the tour asked about making his 
father a “coast-to-coast” ambassador, which will mean the 
likeness and story of Dawson will be known and be seen on 
placards at the tour’s start and finish for each day. 

Hamilton has already been a spokesperson for the Hos- 
pital for Sick Kids in Toronto. 

“Knowing that [Meyers] was riding for Dawson was a 
great honour for myself and my family,” Scot said. 

Meyers said he would continue to ride in his memory 
next year.
